| expenditures for the fiscal .year 1<922 
will show a reduction of more than 
$1,600,000,000 from the actual espendi- 
tures for the preceding fiscal year,1921, 
Congress was informed today by Pres- 
ident Harding in transmitting the re- 
port of Director Dawes of the budget 
on economies and savings in govern- 
mental business. 


Director Dawes estimated that gov- 


ernment expenditures for the current 
fiscal year which were giveni in the 
December budget estimates as $3,- 
967;922,366 will b; at least $4S,550.33G 
less, or approx'mately $3,922,372,0®0. 


As compared With 1921, be. contin- 


ued, there has been a. reduction of 
$907,5*0,000 in expenditures for the 
operation of the routine business of 
tha government subject generally to 
executive control. Of this sum he at- 
tributed $2&9.'000,000 to the imposition 
of the execut've plan and pressure on 
the routine business organization of 
the government under the new system 
inaugurated by the Budget System.

sioners or county auditor to asks bids 
for the election supplies for Burlelgn 
county. 


County Auditor Johnson took the po- 


sition that the letting of this work 
was his own personal matter and he 
placed the contract for the Burleigh 
county supplies with the Knight Print- 
Ing company of Fargo, refusing to al 
low any of, the Bismarck printing 
plants or stationery concerns ibid "on 
the various supplies. 


Judge B. T. Burke appeared for The 


Tribune in Judge Nuessle's chambers 
this afternoon and asked that a re- 
straining order Ibe granted to prevent 
County Auditor Johnson from award' 
ing these supplies without bid or price 
to the Fargo concern. 


Ur. McCurdy while denouncing as 


vicious the system followed in not 
asking for bids declared that the law 
gave the county auditor-this power. 
He demurred to the Tribune's com- 
plaint, la the friendly suit brought and 
jfiie case will be appealed to the EU 
"preme court in an attempt to ascer- 
tain whether supplies in excess of $300 
«sn be let without competitive bids. 


A.month ago the board of count; 


commissioners consented to receive a 
bid from The Tribune company for the 
election Bundles. The Knight Print- 
ing company refused to bid declaring 
t&jtt it was witihin the province of 
tfce county auditor" to let this work 
without bids and without interference 
from the county (board. County Audi- 
tor Johnson refused to consider the 
Tribune's bid declaring that he (had 
already let the work to the Fargo con- 
cern without any price agreed upon. 


Affidavits were presented to* the 


court showing that in many counties, 
it is the practice of the county aud- 
itors to secure bids on these election 
supplies from the various printing con- 
cerns especially from those printing 
concerns which are resident in the 
county and are taxpayers. This Jlr. 
John on refused to do. All of the 
supplies can be* purchased in Bismarck 
fiom the various .printing plants and 
stationery stores, but Mr. Johnson de- 
clares that this business will go to 
Fargo without any price. 


Asked to tell what price he would 


pay for the supplies at a meeting of 
tho Board of County Commissioners 
^riday, he refused to answer telling 
all those seeking this information that 
it was his l3gal r'ght to place the 
work wherever he pleased and without 
ny bidq or prices. 
Judge Nuessle and County Attorney 
McCurdy pointed out the lack of law 
on this point which lets down the bare 
for graft in county printing. They 
both urged the necessity,of'some ex- 
plicit decision from the supjeeme court 
or. in event that cannot be secured on 
the basis of the law that steps- be 
taken to correct the law BO that the 
taxpayers can be protected against 
county auditors who refuse to call for 
competitive bids on such worfc. The 
election supplies range in soms coun-

Samara, Russia, May 8—(The As- 


sociated Press)—Only a complete, 
careful census of the survivors would 
reveal the exact toll in human lives of 
the Volga famine of 1921-1922, but, 
terrible as lias been the death rate 
during the ghastly winter just ended, 
it is now clear to the observer that the 
great majority of the population has, 
some way or another, managed to live 
through it. 
Estimates and predictions made last 


summer, that 5.000.000, 10,000,000 or 
even 15,000,000 of the Volga valley's 
population would die before spring un- 
less fed from abroad, and that several 
millions would die regardless of the 
assistance then being rushed toward 
them, are not borne out by the evi- 
dent facts that confronted the corres- 
pondent in a fortnight's trip,through 
some of the worst affected districts 
at the worst period of thcjftamine. 
'In «ome villages farthest removed 


from the railways, where cannibalism 
has in some cases been resorted to 
by the hunger-desperate population 
an& the general suffering has be3n 
almost unimaginable to the western 
mind, the death rate has been 30, 40 
and even as high as <!5 >per cent of the 
population 
Famine such as this, how- 


ever, has been the exception, rather 
than the rule, in Samara province. 


JDoubtleste many thousands would 


have died in every "volost," or county, 
had not American and other aid been 
at hand for tbo children. The So- 
viet government as well as foreign or- 
ganizations has assisted the local peas- 
ant authorities and has doled out its 
meager store of food in the com- 
munes which needed it most. 


But it now appears that it was the 


very nature, physical and mental, of 
the Volga .peasant that enabled him 
to live through a year of stomach- 
gnawing hunger that would have taken 
much heavier toll among a population 
less inured to hardships from child- 
hood. 
Hundreds of thousands of them 


have died in Samara province which, 
before the famine, had a population 
of 2,700,000. Perhaps the death rate 
has been 10 or even 1." per cent, but 
the majority of the peasant stomachs 
have digested the clay, grass, weeds 
and other bread substitutes. 


Even from the worst-stricken vil- 


lages, the peasants who came to the 
railway stations driving camels, hors- 
es and oxen attached to sleighs to be 
laden with food for their children, as 
a whole appeared ruddy, strong and 
even smiling after a six months diet 
of atrocious bread substitutes that 
would have put an American city 
dweller in a hospital in a week and 
its the graveyard in a fortnight. 
Some of them, more canny than the 


others .doubtless had saved and hid- 
den real grain to last them through 
the winter, but the majority of thoss 
living underwent the ages-old test 
of the survival of the physically fit- 
test and were helped through it by 
their fatalism that taught them not to 
worry over heir troubles
